S.0.259(E).—Whereas the Central Government, after consultation wifli the National Bank for Agriculture and 
Rural Development ^ABARD), Gov«aiiinent of West Bengal and the UmtedBaik of India being the Sponsor Banlcof Gaur 
Gramin Bank, Mallabhum Gramin Bank, Murshidabad Gramin Bank, Nadia Gr a ndn Bank and Sagar GranunBank (Regional 
Rural Banks), is of the c^rinion that it is necessary in the public interest and in,the interest of the develc^ment of the area 
served by the aforesaid Regional Rural B anks and also in the iiderest of the said Region^ Rural Banks themselves, diat the 

said Regicmal Rural Banks should be amalgamated into a single Rcgjqn^ Rural Bank; 

Now, th^cfca^e, incxcrcise of the powers confered by Sub-sectioh (1) of Section 23A of the Regional Rural Banks 
Act, 1976 (21 of 1976) (hereinafter referred to as “the Act”), the Central Government hereby provides for the amalgamation 
of the said'Regional Rural Banks into a single Regional Rural Bank which shall come into effect on and from the date of 
publication of thk notification in tile Offichd Gazette (hauinafter referred to as the “effective date of amalgamation ) with 
such constitutlcai, prop«ty, powers, rights, int^sts, authorities and privileges; and with suidi liabilities, duties and 
obligations as specified hereunder 

1. GaurGr aiTiffl B ank, VTatliAhiiin Gramin Bank, Murshidabad Gramin Bank, Nadia Gramin Bank and Sagar Gramm 
Bank (hereinaft^ rrfciicd to as “the transferor Regional Rural Banks”) iqionsored by the United Bank of India 
in the State of West B^igal are hereby amalgamated into a single Rcgi^pnal Rural Bank which diall be called as 

“BangiyaGramin VikashBahk” (heieinaftcrieferrcdtoas‘‘thctransferecRcgiQnaJRuralBank’’) withitshcad 
office at Brahampur (hhirdiidabad). 

2. The authorized ci^tal ofthe transferee Regicmal Rural Bank shall be Rupees Five Crore divided into five lakh 

n umb er of fully paid shares of Riqiees One Hundred each. The sid^scnbed share cajntal of the transfoee 
Regional Rural Bank shall be equal to the su^ribed share capital of transfeiOT Rc^onal Rural Banks and, 

therefore, the entire subscribed share capital of tiic transfcTOT Regional Rural Banks shall be deemed to have 
been transferred to and diall be deemed as subscribed share c^tal of tiie transferee Regional Rur^ Bank. The 

shar e ca pit al and sbare capital deposit of the transferee Regional Rural Bank shall be as under i 
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(a) Central Government 

(b) State Govenrment 
(c ) Sponsor Bank 

(d) Share C api tal Deposit 


Rupees Two hundred fifty lakhs; 

Rupees Sevaity five lakhs; 

Rupees One hundred seventy five lakhs; and 

Rupees one hundred three crore twenty seven lakh and . 
eighty six thousand only. 


3. From the effective date of amalgamation, the transferor Regional Rural Banks viz, Gaur G ramm Bank, Mallabhum 
GraminBank, MurshidabadGramin Bank, Njdia Gramin Bank and SagarGramin Bank shall cease to carry on the 
business including that of making any payment to any depositors or discharge any liability or obligation to the 
creditors except to the extent as may be necessary for implementation of the provisions of the amalgamation as 
per this notification. 


4. 0) From the effective dale of amalgamation, the undertakings of the transferor Regional Rural Banks shall be 
transferred to and shall vest in the transferee Regional Rural Bank; 

(ii) The undertakings of the transferor Regional Rural Banks shall include all assets, rights, pow^, authorities 
and privileges and all properly movable and immovable, cash balance, reserve funds, investments and all 
other rights and interest in or arising out of such property, as are immediately before the commencement of 
this notification, in the ownership, possession, power or control of the transferor Regional Rural Banks 
whether witliin or outside India and all books of account, registers, records and all other documents of 
whatever nature relating thereto and shall also be deemed to include all borrowings, liabiHties and obUgations 
of whatever kind then subsisting of the transferor Regional Rural Banks; 


(iii) All contracts, deeds, bonds, agreements, guarantees, powers of attorney, grants of legal representation 
and other instruments ol whatsoever nature subsisting or having effect immediately before the 
commencement of this notification and to which the transferor Regional Rural Banks are a party or which 
arc in favour of the transferor Regional Rural B anks shall be in full force and effect against or in favour of 
the transferee Regional Rural Bank and may be enl'orced or acted upon as fully and effectively as if in the 
place of the transferor Regional Rural Banks, the transferee Regional Rural Bank has been a party thereto 
or as if they had been issued in favour of the transferee Regional Rural Bank; 

(iv) If, on the effective date of amalgamation, any suit, appeal or other proceedings of whatsoever nature in 
relation to any business of the transferor Regional Rural Banks are pending by, or against to, the transferor 
Regional Rural Banks, the same shall not abate, be discontinued or be, in any way, prejudicially affected by 
reason of the transfer of the undertaking of the transferor Regional Rural Banks or of anything contained 
in this notification but the suit, appeal or other proceedings may be continued, prosecuted and enforced 
by, or against, the transferee Regional Rural Bank; 

(v) Any reference to the transferor Regional Rural Banks in any agreement, contract, conveyance, assurance, 
power of attorney or any otiicr document of whatsoever nature shall be deemed to be a reference to the 
transferee Regional Rural Bank and the rights and obligations of the transferor Regional Rural Banks shall 
be deemed to be the rights and obligations of the transferee Regional Rural Bank. 

5. (i) In respect of every savings banks account or current account or any other deposit account including a 
fixed deposit cash certificate, monthly deposit deposit payable at call or short notice or any (^er deposits 
by whatever name called with the transferor Regional Rural Bank, the transferee Regional Rural Bank shall 
open with itself on the effective date of amalgamation a potresponding and similar account in the name of 
the respective holder(s) thereof crediting thereto full amount including interest to the extent payable: 

Provided that where the transferee Regional Rural Bank entertains areasonable doubt about thecOTiectness 
of the entries made in any particular account, it may with the approval of the Sponsor Bank withhold the 
credit to be made in that account for a period not exceeding three Inonths from the effective date of 
amalgamation within which the transferee bank shall ascertain the correct balance in such account. 

(ii) In respect of every other liability, notwithstanding anything contained in the Transfer of Property Act, 
1882 or the Registration Act, 1908, this notification shall be sufficient conveyance, in accOTdance with the 
provisions of this notification, of the business, properties, assets and liabilities, rights, interests, powers, 
privileges, benefits and obligations of whatever nature of the tfansferor Regional Rural Banks to the 
transferee Regional Rural Bank. 
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6. The service of all the eiiq>16yees of the transferor Regional Rural Banks (excepting such of them as not being 
workmen within the meaning of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 ) shall continue in the transferee Regional 
Rural B ank at the same remuneration and on the same terms and conditions of service, which they were getting 
or, as the case may be, by which they were governed immediately before the effective date of amalgamation. 
The inter-se-seniority of officers and employees, directly recruited and/or promoted, to be decided by the 
Committee representing the sponsor bank and the National Bank for Agriculture and Rural Develc^ment. 

7. The transferee Regional Rural Bank shall have the power to post the employees in the interest of the bank and 
the public as a whole anywhere in the entire area of operation of the transferee Regional Rural Bank. 

8. The area of op^ation of the transferee Regicaial Rural Bank shall be the combined area of operation of the 
transferor Regional Rural Banks viz. Gaur Gramin R ank , Mallabhum Granjin Bank, Murshidabad Gramin Bank, 
Nadia Gramin Bank and Sagar Gramin Bank in the Districts of Malda, Murshidabad, Uttar Dinajpur, South 
Dinajpur, Bankura, Purulia, Purba Medinipur. Paschim Medinipur, Nadia, South 24 Parganas, and North 
24 Parganas of the State of West Bengal. 

9. Unless otherwise expressly provided in this notification, the provisions of the Act shall have the same effect 
on the transferee Regional Rural Bank as if it has been established under sub-section (1) of Section 3 of the Act 

10. If any difficulty arises in giving effect to flie provisions of this notification, the Central Government may make 
such order, not inc onsistent with the provisions of the Act, as may appear to it to be necessary for the 

. purpose of removing such difficulty.
